After six years of world turmoil, of 
shortages and restriction it will do 
man good to get back to digging in 
the soil, to making plans in the as¬ 
surance of what he shall sow he can 
expect to reap. This spring there will 
be an abundance of varieties of new 
flowers and vegetables from which to 
choose, and there will be solid satis¬ 
faction. relief fer jaded nerves, in 
making plans, sowing the seeds, set¬ 
ting out plants and watching these 
tiny things grow in beauty, and in 
the case of vegetables succulent 
meals for the table. 

■Manning 

A plan of the garden cjrawn 
roughly to scale will be most help¬ 
ful. On this should be plotted the 
main features that is, the approxi¬ 
mate size, the location of trees, 
fehcejf'walks, and so on. A good 
rule to adopt with flowers and shrub¬ 
bery is to remember that these re¬ 
quire about half as much space be¬ 
tween as they will lx* high at ma¬ 
turity. The latter is most import¬ 
ant. 

Too many beginners never think 
when setting cut a lilac or plum tree 
that the little bit of a thing that has 
been sent to them from the nursery 
will some day, and in a very few 
years at that, reach far over their 
heads. As a rule they plant all 
shrubs, trees and even the perennial 
flowers much too close together, and 
in the case of foundation planting, 
much too close to the house. In a 
few years they wonder why it is 
difficult to cultivate and weed, or 
even to see out of the windows.

The Roarin’ Game Played In Germany 
By Canadian Troops 

• The raorin’ game wi’ broom and • 
stane”, made its debut in CAOF a 
few days ago when Major-General ! 
Chris Vokes. CB., CBE., DSO., G.O.C. 
3rd Canadian Infantry Divison slung 
the initial rock dowm the ice to open 
the Curling Rink at Oldenburg air- 1 
port. 

Plans for the rink were started 
last autumn by Brigadier Colin 
Campbell, at that time overseas re¬ 
presentative of the Dominion Curling 
Association, got approval for the ven-, 
ture. When Brigadier Campbell 
left for Canada Lt.-Col. R. F. Jobscn, 
RCEME of Barrie, Ontario, took over 

the reins 

The big problem to organize a 
Curling League in CAOF was to find 
an arena with artificial ice. No such 
place was available. 

Col. Johnson conducted a recce and 
ended up by securing a hangar at the 
Oldenburg airport as the site. Pipe 
and power plant for the artificial ice 
setup was a straight scrounge. The 
condensers and vat for cooling fluid 
were constructed by 3rd Canadian 
Works Section RCE. Student weld¬ 
ers, and RCE and RCEME welders 
were employed to set up the pipe 
system. 

Stones for curling were almost an 
impossibility. The original plan was 
for 48 sets. These could be purchased 
through Scottish factories, but war¬ 
time restrictions made no provision 
for handles. 

Auxiliary Services in Edinburgh 
put an advertisement in Scotland's 
newspapers. Result was that the 
good Scotsmen of the Royal Cale¬ 
donian Curling Club kicked through 
with 76 sets—handles and all. 

Brooms were the last straw. These 
were shipped from Canada. 

Six rinks are now going strong. 
Each brigade and division troops will 
be alloted one day a week on the 
rinks. Saturday and Sunday matches 
will be arranged through Lieut. H. S. 
Olafson of Hivertown. Sa.sk., who 
heads the draw' committee. 

According to lists now in the hands 
of Capt. L. G. Mowatt of Calgary, 
chairman of the committees, there are 
almost 400 people in CAOF interest¬ 
ed in curling. The greater percentage 
of these are other ranks. 

The two links which prove them¬ 
selves the best in the draw will have 
the opportunity of going to Scotland 
to play with the Royal Caledonian 
Curling Association at Edinburgh.

Millions Of Lives Lost In World 
War Two 

The Axis paid most heavily. Ger¬ 
many lost 3,250,000 men. 

Japan's military deaths ran to 
about 1,500,000. 

Italy’s losses were between 150,- 
000 and 200,000, and tho Nazi satel¬ 
lites, including Romania, Finland, 
Hungary, and Bulgaria, totalled 
about 225,000. 

Russia, with 3,000,000 deaths, had 
two-thirds of the total Allied losses. 
(American official estimates of Rus¬ 
sian losses run as high as 7,000,000). 

The British Empire lost 400,000 
killed in action. 

The United States had 325,000 
battle deaths. 

The Free French lost 167,000, 
Poland about 125,000, and the Yugo¬ 
slav guerrillas 75,000.

Ripple Rock is a traffic hazard in 
Canadian waters between the north¬ 
ern part of Vancouver Island and 
Quadra and Maude Islands. Great 
sucking, gulping whirlpools, sudden 
in their appearance, but yards in 
radius and up to 20 feet deep, are 
capable of engulfing huge logs and 
small launches and of splitting them 
to pieces like match-sticks. 

Ten deepsea and coastal ships have 
been wrecked on Ripple Rock in re¬ 
cent experience. The number of small 
vessel which have disappeared with¬ 
out trace is a matter of conjecture. 
But every coastal navigator views 
the hazard with something re¬ 
sembling dread, if not terror. Van¬ 
couver News-Herald.

Science Service 

As nnnounced two weeks ago, Line 
Elevators Farm Service now has a 
new Director. It has l>ecn suggested 
that readers of "Seedtime and Har¬ 
vest” might lie interested in a brief 
outline of what goes on in the 
Science Service of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture with 
which the present writer will hence¬ 
forth be associated. 

There arc five services in the 
Department. They are: Administra¬ 
tion, Experimental Farms, Market¬ 
ing, Production, and Science. 

Science Service embraces six 
divisions, namely; Animal Path¬ 
ology, bacteriology and Dairy 
Research, Botany and Plant Path¬ 
ology, Chemistry, Entomology, and 
Plant Protection The work is 
concerned primarily with research 
problems related to the health and 
welfare of farm animals and plants 
and of forests. For this and other 
reasons, most of the various activi¬ 
ties in Science Service are clo- ly 
related to and coordinated with 
those of the Experimental Farms 
Service, the work of which is 
familiar to all readers of this article 
as it is, indeed, to most farmers all 
across Canada. 

In Western Canada, Science Ser¬ 
vice is known largely through the 
work of the Dominion Laboratories 

of Plant Pathology in Edmonton. 
Saskatoon and Winnipeg; and tho 
Dominion Entomological Labora¬ 
tories at Lethbridge, Saskatoon and 
Brandon. 

In handing “Seedtime and Har¬ 
vest” over to Dr. F. .1. Greaney, 1 
can only express the hope that he 
may have tho same encouragement 
from readers that I have enjoyed, 
and assure him that from now on 
I shall he a member of the army of 
faithful readers.

LONDON.—Current moves In the 
Russian zone of Germany to merge 
the Social Democratic and Com¬ 
munist parties, which probahly 
eventually will result in creation of 
n virtually one-party political sys¬ 
tem in the zone dominated by the 
Communists, are being watched’ with 
the utmost care and with some un¬ 
easiness by the British government. 

Initiative for this fusion comes 
from German Communists, strongly 
barked by Russian military authori¬ 
ties. It would greatly strengthen in¬ 
fluence of the Communist party in 
the zone and in the long run prob¬ 
ably lead to submersion of the Social 
Democrats. 

If the Social Democrats vanish, the 
only party in the zone which has a 
following comparable to the Com¬ 
munists would be removed. Two i 
other parties, the Christian Demo- j 
erats and the Liberal Democrats, arc I 
small and probably woidd disappear j 
rapidly in a merger. 

This threat of a one-party sys -1 
tern is disturbing to London. There j 
have been no elections in the Rus -' 
sian zone yet but if the Communists j 
manoeuvre to complete power they: 
probably will insist on a single elec- j 
toral list which would preclude any 
vote on democratic lines.

The Line Elevator Companies 
who sponsor the Farm Service 
Department announce the appoint¬ 
ment of Dr. F. J. Greaney, B.S.A., 
MJ3.,'Ph.D., as successor to Dr. 
Neatby. 

Dr. Greaney lias occupied the 
iiost of plant pathologist, Dominion 
laboratory of plant pathology at 
Winnipeg. After obtaining his 
B.S.A. degree in 1922 at Ontario 
Agricultural college Dr. Greaney 
became interested in root rot 
diseases of cereal crops and later 
engaged in experimental work on 
controlling cereal rusts. In recent 
years he has devoted a great deni 
of time to the study of seed-borne 
diseases of grain crops, their preval¬ 
ence, distribution, economic im¬ 
portance and control. Dr. Greaney 
spent a year at the famous Ilotli- 
amsted Experimental Station in 
England where he worked with 
Sir John Russell, a world authority
